Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1965  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  district.  The  general  form  of  this  report  is  as  laid  down  by 
the  Minister  of  Health.  Facts  and  statistics  do  not  always  make 
interesting  reading  but  it  is  surprising  how  often  old  reports  are 
turned  up  to  check  on  some  point  which  may  have  seemed  trivial 
at  the  time.  The  fairly  detailed  statistics  of  infantile  mortality 
have  of  course  value  far  beyond  the^  confines  of  this  district  and 
are  used  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  his  scientific  advisers  in 
planning  future  policy  with  th^  aim  of  lowering  still  further  the 
infantile  mortality  rate.

I am  indebted  to  thei  Area  Medical  Officer  of  Wtw  Essex 
for  supplying  the  information  with  regard  to  the  clinics  and  other 
personal  health  services  controlled  by  the  Essex  County  Council. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  has 
increased  by  390  and  is  now  24,200.  There  were  415  live  births 
giving  a corrected  birth  rate  of  17.8'  which  is  about  the  national 
average  (18.0). 

The  corrected  death  rate  of  8.9  per  1,000  is  appreciably 
below  the  figure  for  England  and'  Wales  (11.5). 

Six  infant  deaths  were  recorded  which  gives  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  14.5  iper  1,000  live  births.  This  comparesi  with 
the  national  figure  of  19.0  per  1,000. 

Five  of  the  babies  who  died  were  premature  and  the  other 
death  was  from  Bronchopneumonia. 


Notifiable  Infectious  Diseiases 

The  total  of  299  cases  is  slightly  up  on  last  year  with 
measles  274  topping  the  list.  The  highest  incidence  was  in  July, 
when  106  cases  were  notified.  They  were  dispersed  widely  through- 
out the  district  the  greatest  number,  62,  coming  from  Cressing.  It 
is  worth  noting  that  the  measles  was  fairlv  rampant  in  Braintree 
Urban  District  at  the  same  time. 


Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

These  services  were  carried  on  as  in  previous  years  by 
General  Practitioners  land  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers. 

Full  details  of  the  numbers  vaccinated  and  immunised  will 
be  found  later  in  this  report. 


Environmental  Hygiene 

Housing,  water  and  sewage  come  under  this  heading  and 
have  been  adequately  covered  by  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  the  latter  part  of  this  report.  1965  has  been  a year  of 
real  progress.,  the  Cornish  Hall  End  Sewage  Scheme  was  well  under 
way  by  the  end  ofi  the  year  and  a good  start  made  on  the  larger 
schemes  for  Hatfield'  Peverel  and  Terling.  Other  schemes  are  on 
the  stocks  and  I can  only  hope  that  the  latest  financial  blizzard  will 
not  lead  to  their  postporement.  The  Panfield  scheme  is  urgent  and 
I know  the  Council  will  do  everything  possible  to  see  that  it  goes 
through. 

More  houses  were  completed  in  1965,  48  by  the  Council  compared 
with  38  in  1964  and  174  by  private  enterprise  as  against  132  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s!  housing  list  is 
still  high,  520,  and  Mr.  Organ  has  commented  on  the  difficulty  of 
knowing  how  many  ard  really  in  urgent  need.

May  I finish  by  recording  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help  throughout 
the  year. 

As  usual  I have  had  full  co-operation  from  Mr.  Organ  and 
his  staff  and  indeed  from  my  colleagues  at  the  Braintree  Rural 
District  Offices.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleaisure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  thei  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  ending  December,  1965. 

How  nice  it  is  to-  write  about  a little  progress  for  a change ! 
Although  the  progress  may  not  be  as  great  as  might  have  been 
hoped  for,  there  are  definite  indications  that  some  of  the  essential 
services  so  long  awaited,  are  about  to  come  to  fruition.  The  first 
phase  of  the  Hatfield  Peverel/Terling  Sewerage  Scheme  was 
commenced  in  late  autumn  as  also  the  Cornish  Hall  End  (Finch- 
ingfield)  Scheme.  The  latter  should  be  in  operation  in  the  late 
spring  or  early  summer  of  1966  but  the  coming  into  use  of  the 
former  will  be  dependant  on  the  completion  of  the  second  phase. 

Also,  at  long  last,  it  should  be  possible  to  commence  the  re- 
housing of  families  from  the  Coggeshall  (Robins  Bridge  Road) 
Clearance  Area  early  in  1966  following  the  completion  of  some  of 
the  new  dwellings  being  erected  on  the  Fabians  Farm  Site. 

For  the  first  time,  this  report  now^  includes  tabular  infor- 
mation as  required  by  the  Minstry  of  Health  on  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  1960;  and  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1965,  information  on  action  taken  in  relation  to  milk  found  to 
be  affected  by  Brucella  Abortus. 

The  extremely  difficult  conditions  under  which  the  Depart- 
ment has  now  been  working  in  the  past  year  or  two  should  be 
allievated  by  the  approval  of  the  Council  to  an  extension  allowing 
for  the  provision  of  additional  offices. 

In  conclusion,  I would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  his  staff  for  much  of  the  information  relating  to 
water  supplies  and  sewerage;  to  all  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
willing  help  and  co-operation;  to  members  of  the  Council  tor  their 
support;  and  to  the  staff  of  my  Department  for  their  efficiency  and 
loyalty,  and  with  the  hope  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  the 
very  strained  conditions  under  which  they  have  been  working  wi 
have  disappeared.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


WATER 

Once  again  it  is  ipleaising  to  rejpioirt  that  the  iPwblic  Water  Supiplies 

througihout  the  District  have  romainied  generally  satisfactory  iboth 
in  quality  and'  quantity.  Constant  check  on  the  raw  water  from  'ferlinig 
(Swan  Pond')  was  maintained  as  a iroutine  iprecaution. 

None  of  the  waters  is  liable  to  ihave  any  plumbo  solvent  action, 

Regular  baoteriologiical  and'  chemiical  examination  of  raw  water  from 
ithe  Councils  Phmipinig  Stations  were  carried  out  and  all  the  water  passing 
into  supply  from  wthatever  source  was  ibacterioloigicaily  examined  at 
frequent  intervals. 

Foirty-nine  samples  in  ah  were  taken.  Copies  of  typical  reports  on 
the  analyises  of  the  waters  from  five  sourcesi.  Petches  Bridge  V/aterfvorks. 
Coigges'hal  Waterworks,  Terling:  IW'aterworks,  the  South  Essex  Water  Com- 
pany and  Chelmsford  RjD.C.  will  be  found  under  the  heading  of  individual 
works. 


iPeriodic  flushing  of  ‘dead  ends’  was  again  maintained  in  an  effort  to 
prevent  stagnationi  of  water  in  mains. 

All  main  water  supplies  in  the  District  are  subject  to  chlorination  at 
the  respective  sources.  In  thd  case  of  thei  Council’s  undertakings  gaseous 
chlorine  is  emiployed  at  Petches  Bridge  Wateirworks  and  hypoichlorite 
solution  at  Cogigeshall  and  at  Terling. 

Apart  from  five  smiall  extensions  to  serve  new  housing  estates  there 
were  no  new  mains  extensions  during  1965. 

The  high  level  storaige  tank  at  Great  Saling  was  completed  early 
in  the  year  resulting  in  an  imiproved  water  supply  to  this  part  of  the  dis- 
trict. One  iborehole  pump)  at  Petches  Bridge  Waterworks  was  ireplaced  with 
a new  pump'  of  igreater  efficiency.  At  Cotggeshall  Waterworks  the  existing 
pumping  equipment  which  has  been  in  use  since  1910  was  iremoved  as  its 
efficiency  was  rapidly  decreasing  and  spare!  parts  were  no  longer  obtain- 
able. Woirk  on  installing  a modern  electrically  driven  pump^  was 
commenced  in-  Decemiber  and  it  is  hoped'  that  this  new  equipment  together 
with  a new  automatic  Chlorinator  will  be  operating  early  in  1966. 

'Negotiations  for  the  Council’s  Water  Undertakings  to  be  taken  over 
by  the  'Lea  Valley  Water  Co.  were  abandoned  during  the  year  and  dis- 
cussions were  subsequently  commenced  with  the  Colchester  Water  Board.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

It  is  at  laist  ipossdble  to  report  isome  progress  with  new  schemes. 

The  Hatfield  Peverel  Terling  Scheme  finally  commenced  in  Seip- 
tember  with  Contract  No.  1 iwihich  invol)ves  sewers  and  pumping  station 
in  the  village  of  Terling.  By  tlhe  end  of  the  year,  good  pirogress  had  been 
made  andt  it  isi  hoped  that  the  .second)  stage  will  be  commenced  early  in 
1966.  The  Cornish  iHiali  End  Scheme  was  also  coimmenced  in  Seiptember 
and  igooid  piroigress^  ha.s  also  Ibeen,  made.  Eimibangoes  on  further  develop- 
ment invoiving  disaharge  of  additional  sewage  into  existing  systems 
continue  in  Coggesfiall,  Kelvedon  and  Hatfield  Peiverel  and  will  be  kept 
on  until  new  treatment  works  are  completed  and  in  qperation. 

Conditions  in  those  Parishesi  where  no  modern  ifacilities  exist  con- 
tinue to  deteriorate  and  dangers/  to  health  continue  to  increase.  More 
rapid  progress  ini  the  provision  of  schemes  for  (these  Parishes  is  vital 
especialllV'  in  the  iParishesi  of  Panfieild  and  Rayne  where  conditions  are 
esipecially  ibad.  The  situation  with  regard  to  various  works  is  as  foLlows:- 


Coggeshall  and  Kelvedon 

The  condition  of  these  old.  grossly  overloaded  vvorks  is  poor  and 
they  are  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain.  Progress  on  this 
new  combined  scheme  ii  very  slow)  and'  it  should  be  noted  that  the  site 
for  t.he  new  works  has  still  not  been  aicquired. 


Hatfield  Peverel  and  Terling 

The  old  w.orks  at  Nounslcy  can  onlv  give  partial  treatment  to  the 
very  large  flow  recei'ved  and  there  is  little  more  that  can  be  done.  Ihe 
only  remed\/'  is  the  completion  of  the  new  works  as  soon  as  possible. 


Wethersfield 

The  ^.orks  continue  to  produce  satisfactory  efiluents  operating 
within,  the  designedi  capacity  but  reference  must  again  be  made  to  the 
original  part  constructed  d.uring  (World  War  lil.  This  part  is  showingj  coni- 
siderable  signs  of  deterioration  and  repair  and  replacement  will  soon 
become  urgent. 


White  Nntley 

It  is  .becoming  increasingly  d.ifficult  to  maintain  a satisfactory 
effluent  from  this  works  owing  to  continual  oveTloading.  An  outline 
scheme  for  enlargement  has  been  prepared  but  further  pirogiess  has  'been 
slow  owinig  to  extreme  pressure  of  other  work.  It  is  hpped  that  a deta.iled 
scheme  for  extensions'  will  be  ready  for  suibmissio'ni  in  1966.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Collection  of  Domestic  Refuse 

This  service  continued!  to  function  on  a s-atisifaetory  basis  apart  from 
difficultiesi  which  arose  as  a result  of  annual  holidays.  ThiiS  year,  in  an 
elforit  to  avoid  fco>  much  sta/gigferinig  of  holidaysi  if  was  decided  to  close 
diOwn  completely  for  one  week  dlurinig  August.  Unfortunately!  there  was 
lack  of  co-operation  hy  the  puiblic  partially  due  to  insufficient  publicity, 
resultiog  in  a flood  of  complaints. 

•51  is  felt  that  in  the  absence  of  sufficient  reserves  of  man  power  a 
close-down  period!  is  the  only  isatisfactory  answer  to  the  problem,  but 
in  future  more  thought  will  be  given)  to  publicity. 

iWith  the  advent  of  the  40  hour  week  from  the  beginning  of  1966, 
the  opportunity  was  takeni  to  revise  the  Works  Study  Speicification  and  to 
iron  out  certain  anomalies  which  had  become  apparent.  This  should 
prove  to  be  to  the  Councirs  advantage  but,  although  ihe  new  ischeme  was 
approved  by  the  men  and  the  appropriate  Union’  it  was  anticipated  there 
would  be  some  dissatisfactioni  at  least  in  the  early  stages  since  the  men’s 
earning  ability  could  be  considerably  reduced  when  crews  were  under- 
manned. 

Alth.ough:  approval  wiaa  given’  for  the  purchase  of  one  new  vehicle, 
no'  firm  order  wasi  actually  (placed.  The  design  of  refuse  collection 
vehicles  isi  now  becominigi  sio  complicated  as  a result  of  the  manufacturers 
efl'orts;  to  produce  something  capable  of  satisfactorily  dealing  with  the 
chaniging  compoisiition'  of  refu^se,  etc.,  that  it  is  extremelv'  difficult  to  know 
which  i!s  really  the  best  typei  and  make.  This  is  usually  heist  ascertained  by 
practical  tests  in  the  iDistrict  and  arrangements  were  in  hand  to  do’  this 
in  the’  early  part  of  1966. 

Owing  to  the  corniplexity  of  the  vehicle  design,  it  is  becomi-ng  more 
and  more  apparent  that  it  will  be  uneconomic  tO’  retain  them  for  such 
long  periodia  as  in  the  piast,  and'  it  is  desirable  that  a five  yeairly  replace- 
ment programime  ishould  be  aimed  at. 


Disposal  of  Refuse  • 

As  in  previous  years  all  refuse  continued  to  be  disposed  of  in  the 
iWorkedi-out  igravel  pit  at  iBeazley  End. 

Difficulties  with  regard  tO'  the  depth  of  the  pit  have  been  largely 
overcome  by  the  construction  cf  a ramp  enabling  tipping  tO'  be  carried 
out  at  a ’depth  ’Of  four  tO'  fiive  fc’Ct.  A tip  face  of  this  depth  is  more 
readily  covered  a'ud  thus  the  fly  and  vermin  populatioms  have  been  con- 
sider ably  reduced. 

It  isi  hoipedi  'that  the:  use  of  the  ramp  will  continue  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  but  it  is  anticipated  that  at  least  during  part 
of  the  winter  alternative  means  of  tipping  may  have  to  be  employed. 

iMore  attention  wiEl  have  to  be  giveni  to  this  pit  in  future — with 
possible  increase  iu'  cost — if  it  is  to  be  maintained  in  accordance  with 
aocep’ted  public  health  Sitiandards. 

Whilst  the  ipit  has  a us’eflul  life  of  a goo’d'  'm^any  more  years,  the 
Council  should  have  in:  mind  as  a long  termi  ’poliey  isome  other  land  more 
up’-to-date  means  of  disposal,  possiblly  in  co.njunction  with  adjoining 
Authoritieis. 


Salvage  and  Trade  Refuse 

Since  the  disposal  ’of  waste  paper  has  now  rc’ached  lan  all-time  low 
levc’!  only  £112  bei’nlg  received  fromj  the  sale  of  this  material  during  the 
year — ^it  is  lObvioU’Si  that  the  co'lilection  of  trade  refuse  on  a re-chargable 
basis  asi  required)  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  will  have  to  be  put  itno 
operation  as  soon  as  practicable.

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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

A detailed  survey  of  registered  premises  was  oommenced  during 
the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  wiHl  Ibe  TOmipleted  early  in  1966. 

Varying  standards  have  'been  found  during  the  survey  but  it  has 
been  encouraging  to  find  that  many  lemipfoyers  appreciate  the  need  to 
inDprove  /working  conditions.  As  with  any  legislation  of  this  nature,  certain 
anomaliesi  have  arisen  in  respect  of  its  application  to  the  smaller  premises 
.w'here  the  same  standards  have  to  be  applied  as  to  the  larger  establishments. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

Four  new  site  licences  were  issu/ed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  during  the  year,  the  number  now 
registered  being  iten. 

No  statutory  action  was  found  necessary  in  regard  to  these  sites. 


Atmospheric  Pollution  and  Smoke  Abatement 

Once  again  there  is  little  to  r^ort  under  this  heading.  Observations 
on  the  few'  industrial  chimneys  in  the  District  showed  little  cause  for 
complaint,  apart  fromi  the  odd  occasion  or  so. 


Vermijn  Infestation 

Little  action  was  necessary  with  regard  to  vermin.  Four  flea 
infestations  were  dealt  with  by  the  d'cpartment,  but  no  infestations  of  hed 
bugs  were  found. 


Rag  Flock  and  Othier  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 

There  are  no  premiiscs  reigiistered  under  this  Act  in  the  District  and 
SO'  far  as  can  /be  asceiitained'  no  persons  arc  operating  in  contravention  of 
the  Act.

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At  the  enid  of  the  year  there  were  520  outstandinig  applications  for 
housinig  accorrumodation,  a decrease  of  20  over  the!  previous  year.  The 
percen!ta,ge  of  the  total  known  to  he  in,  genu  in  e and  urgent  need  for  re- 
housing is  contpaTatively  low,  i.e.,  about  20%. 

During  the  year  the  Council  succeeded  in  completing  48  new  units 
of  accommodation.  Whilst  being  an  improvement  on  1964  the  progress 
made  still  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  progiramme  for  1965 
was  for  94  units  of  accommodation  and  included  blocks  ,of  flatlets  for  aged 
persons  at  iBliacik  Notley*,  Panfield,  Kelvedon  and  Crossing.  The  latter  two 
were  comimenced  during  the  year. 

The  Robins  Bridlge  Road  Area  at  Coggeshaill  had  still  not  been 
acquired*  comipulsorily  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

79  dwellings  were  modern ised  to  varying  degrees  and  of  these,  61 
received  assistance  fromi  the  Council  by  way  of  either  a Discretionary  or 
Standard  Improvement  iGrant. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  made  during  the 

year.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply  and  Dairies 

Eleven  distributors  and  one  dairy  remain  registered  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations. 


Aill  licences  for  Designated  milks  are  now  dealt  with  by  the  Essex 
County  Council. 


There  were  very  few  complaints  regardinig  the  keepin^g  quality  of 
milk  or  the  cleanlinessi  of  bottles  andl  these  were  of  a very  minor  nature. 
The  bacterial  quality  of  milk  suipiplied  within  the  District  can  therefore  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 


Brucella  Abortus 

One  samiple  of  Milk  taken  by  the  Essex  County  Council  during 
routine  sampling  in  the  District,  was  reported  upon  as  giving  a positive 
reaction  to  brucella  aibortus.  A further  'bulk  sample  taken  later  by  this 
Council  iproducedi  a similai'  result. 

Arranigements  were  in  hand  at  tihe  end  of  the  year  to  put  into 
operation  a series  of  individual  samjpling  from  the  affected  herd,  early  in 
1966. 


Ice  Cream  Premises 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  largely  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  obtaininig  a freezing  medium  for  use  in  transit. 


Meat  Inspection 

Tabular  information  on  this  important  public  health  service  is  given 
on  the  next  pajge.  The  figures  indicate  a further  increase  in  the  number  of 
animals  killed  for  human  cousumption  and  a considerable  rise  in  the  per- 
centage of  caircases  affected  with  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  and 
cysticerci,  which  remain  at  a pleasing  low  level.  The  amount  "of  meat 
condemned  also  showed  a sharip  rise. 

Meat  inspection  to-day  is  vastly  different  from  what  it  wias  a few 
years  a)gO'.  Diseases  and!  conditions  which'  were  once  common  have  almost 
entirely  disappeared,  but  new  and  sometimes  baffling  ones  are  taking 
theiit  place.  Tt  isi  felt  that  mod'ern  methods  of  intensive  feeding:  miay  be 
a contributorv  factor  to  this.

Food  Hygietne  Regulations 

A new  table  showing  the  numiber  of  premises  of  different  types 
falling  within  the  scope  of  these  reigulations  and  giving  certain  additional 
information  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  set  out  below. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  instituting  and  maintaining 
a regul'air  system  of  inspection  of  all  food  premises.  This  has  been  carried 
out  in  coniiiinction  with  inspectiongt  under  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act.
